Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Amendment of the independent claim 10 to include limitation of 
having a plurality of individually detachable piezoelectric crystal microbalanace flow-through cells for engaging with the 
connecting station, would overcome the rejection under 102(b) as being anticipated by Kawakami et al. (U.S. Patent 
No. 5,728,583) in light of Luscher (U.S. Patent No. 3.585.527) as the each piezoelectric crystal microbalance flow- 
through cell of Kawakami et al. is part of a base and is not individually detachable. However, Mr. Brairton was further 
advised that the above-mentioned limitation may be rejected under 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kawakami et al. 
since having a plurality of individually detachable piezoelectric crystal microbalance flow-through cells would be an 
obvious variation of the device of Kawakami et al. 
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
